That the teaching profession at tho 
present time is passing through a 
period of transition, is the btlief of 
some of the local pedogogues who 
have made a study of the situation 
for some time. 
Every year the num­ 
ber of teachers comprising the forc­ 
es in all the schools in the state from 
normal schools down to the first class 
graded schools change to a great de­ 
gree. 
Many of the teachers are no 
doubt forced to leave and a better 
successor is provided by the school 
board. 
But 
the 
greater 
number 
leave of their own free will. 
This annual change in the school 
forces of the state does not produce 
the best and the most efficient re­ 
sults. 
According to statistics com­ 
piled there are very few teachers in 
the state of Wisconsin who have 
been located at any one school for 
any number of years, so as to bp. 
come familiar with the environment, 
the youth of the city and above all 
the conditions of the families and 
the home life enough to know how 
to develop that 
child intelligently 
when gets to the department in tho 
school where that teacher may he in 
charge. 
Low salaries, are 
credited with 
causing these conditions to a great 
extent. 
One-Third Underpaid 
“My idea,” said Professor Lewis 
Atherton of the local normal school 
when seen in regard to the subject, 
“is that two-thirds of the teachers 
of Wisconsin are grossly underpaid. 
The other one-third are getting their 
full value. 
There should be a gen­ 
eral pruning before any attempt is 
made to advance the salaries. 
The 
boards of education need education 
in what really good schools consist 
of.” 
One hundred and sixty-one high 
schools in the state changed over 
50 per cent of their teaching force 
for this year and 28 changed all 
their teachers but 30 keeping their 
force intact from last year. 
Changes in State 
This fact is borne out by the fol­ 
lowing statistics compiled from the 
official school directory of 1909-10 
from the state department of educa­ 
tion of which C. P. Carey is super­ 
intendent. 
As compared with that of 1908-0$

Despite Ute fact that there seems 
to be very 
little 
absolute distress 
from poverty in La Crosse at the 
present time .in comparison to the 
want existing in other cities of this 
6ize, citizens would be surprised to 
learn of the great number of lodgers, 
and homeless men, who dally visit 
the City Mission. 
In the last thirty days there have 
been lodged at the City Mission an 
average of seventeen 
men 
daily. 
Most of them have been fed and po­ 
sitions or work of some kind has 
been found for them. 
Superintendent Norton, the new 
manager, does not believe in giving 
(anything away. When a man comes 
to him in distress he puts him on his 
honor. He is given a bed, for which 
he is charged ten cents. An order is 
given him for a week e board at the 
Wisconsin house, 
and 
if he is 
in 
need of a coat or pair of trousers he 
is fitted out with second hand gar­ 
ments which have been donated to 
the mission. Even the clothes are not 
given him. however, but are charged 
to the applicant at from ten to twen­ 
ty-five cents a garment. “The best 
way to help a man is to help him 
help himself,’* is one of Mr. Norton's 
mottoes. He takes his charges out 
and usually finds them some kind of 
employment. 
Out of forty-one orders for meal 
tickets he issued last week, not a 
single man cheated him. but came to 
him with the orders which had been 
redeemed with cash at the boarding 
house. 
Several of the factories have giv­ 
en the men employment, and while 
the wages are not high they are suf­ 
ficient to give applicants a living 
until more remunerative positions 
can be found. When nothing else of­ 
fers, Superintendent Norton equips 
the men with say and sawbuck and 
gets them work sawing wood.

Recorder Herman C. Baehr was sig­ 
nalized by the circulation of a per­ 
sistent report that the mayor had es­

mediately upon his return to private 
life. 
The mayor’s statement, however, 
would seem to 
set 
this 
report at 
naught since he has positively 
de­ 
clared his intention to become a can­ 
didate again when Baehr’s term shall 
have expired. 
He says he will 
not 
change any of his original 
traction 
plans in the meantime, but will main­ 
tain discreet silence during the re­ 
publican 
administration. 
Further 
Mayor Tom will not talk of future 
plans. It is know'n, however, that he 
is in bad health and it is not consid­ 
ered improbable that he will seek 
complete rest for several months. 
Although more cheerful than any 
other of the 
defeated 
candidates, 
Mayor Tom has refrained from dis­ 
cussing the reasons for his 
dcisive 
defeat. 
“I’ve been gladder than this 
be­ 
fore,” said Mayor Tom, smiling grim­ 
ly. “but I am not very sorry.” 
This comment was made 
several 
times when admirers called at his of­ 
fice with sincere regrets at the out­ 
come of the election. 
Generally it is believed that Mayor 
Tom was up against that psychologi­ 
cal condition of 
public 
sentiment 
when for no particular reason 
the 
people want a change. 
In 
some 
quarters the fear was entertained that 
the re-election of the mayor might 
retard or block he traction scheme 
which seems so near to settlement. 
On the other hand old timers declare 
it was a case of the man having out­ 
lived his political popularity because 
the people are tired—not of 
the 
man’s personality, which is admitted­ 
ly engaging nor of any set policy he 
has advocated—but just tired of dic­ 
tatorship. 
These 
same 
politicians 
think the mayor may be more use­ 
ful than ever as a public man 
two 
years hence. With his going there is 
no charge voiced that he has not kept 
the faith.

Tried in the Canadian 
Pacific Station at 
Winnipeg 


An innovation in a branch of rail­ 
road work, which has been much dis­ 
cussed but which was Bever thought 
to be practical is now being given a 
thorough test in the Canadian Pacific 
station at Winnipeg, Man. This is 
the substitution of a phonograph for 
the supposed omnipresent eall boy 
with a voice and an enunciation that 
is supposed to be clear and distinct 
The matter has never been given 
much attention in local railway cir­ 
cles but if the artal 
at 
Winnipeg 
proves successful the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee & St. Paul road may take ii 
up and then La Crosse will no doubt 
become accustomed to the 
innova­ 
tion. 
The fact that a man possesses a 
powerful voice is no guarantee that 
what he says will be understood in 
a big railway station. This fact Is 
often painfully brought home to the 
traveling public at almost any large 
railway station. There is a great dif­ 
ference between mere loudness and 
distinctness. This fact has led Mr. 
G J Bury, general manager of lines 
west on the Canadian Pacific, to in­ 
troduce the phonograph to announce 
the arrival of passenger trains 
Ordinarily a man with a loud vole© 
calls out something, and the public 
is made aware of the fact that some­ 
thing is happening, but what it is no­ 
body seems to know. Mr. Bury has 
substituted a phonograph 
for 
the 
loud man in the Winnipeg station of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad, and 
records have been prepared where 
distinct enunciation has been substi­ 
tuted for the usual jumble of sounds, 
and where a clear, steady voice su­ 
persedes a roar. The new arrange­ 
ment if satisfactory, will be repeat­ 
ed in the Montreal station* Mr. Bury 
believes that to make the traveler 
understand what is said is the main 
thing, and if this is not done Stentor 
himself would be a useless railroad 
employe in the matter of train an­ 
nouncement.
